Radiation Is So Powerful
That Exposure May

Cause Death.

PIKE PRODUCT IS BARE

Presence of Foreign Substance
Makes It a Difficult Mat-

ter to Weigh.

The gram of radium, about as big
as a peanut and valued at $100,000,
which a committee of scientists and
women are planning to present to
Mme. Curie, discoverer of radium, will
not be stolen-runless some pickpocket
undervalues his health and his fingers.
He may literally get his Angers burned
off. Dr. Francis Carter Wood, director
of the Crocker Caneer Research Lab¬
oratory at Columbia University, said
yesterday.
Dr. Wood told many Interesting facts

about radium and explained in simple
language how it will be "bottled" and
tested by the United States Govern¬
ment after it has been extracted from
">00 tons of oarnotlte ore and trans¬
ported.

"Wonderful stories," said TV. Wood,
"have been coming out of Paris con¬
ceding the way in which the gram of
radium to be presented to Mme. Curie
by President Harding Is to be meas¬
ured, and elaborate descriptions have
been cabled over of imaginary platinum
tubes in which the radium Is to be in¬
cased.

"All this makes a good story, but the
fact is that radium is not kfrpt in plat¬
inum tubes, but in simple glass ones,
sealed up tightly so that none of "the
gas which the radium gives off can es¬
cape. The reason for the sealing of the
tubes Is that the gas. If It is breathed
in any quantity, is quite destructive to
the white corpuscles of the blood and
may even cause- death.
"Then, to protect any one who is to

handle the substance, the glass tube in
which the radium salts are packed.
for radium is never sold as a pure
metal.is enclosed in a cylindrical
shaped lead bottle, with a heavy lead
cap screwed on the top. Tt looks much
like a case for a stick of sha,ving soap.
"For ordinary purposes in the han¬

dling of small quantities of radium
about one-quarter inch of lead gives
pretty good protection, so that one could
carry the bottle about for a few hours
without risk, though some of the radium
rays penetrate even this thickness of
lf«d. Larger quantities, such as a
gram, give off so much radiation even
through one-quartej Inch of lead, that
If the package should remain for any
limKth of time near the human body at
least one-half inch of lead would be
necessary for protection, and it would
be extremely unwise to carry the radium
in one's pocket for more than a few
hours.
"So Mme. Curie's treasure when it

Is handed to her will look like a sma'1
amount of tooth powder sealed up in a
glass tube about one-quarter of an *nch
In diameter and an inch long, enclosed

In a heavy piece of lead pipe. The
outer trappings may be gorgeous, but
inside the box which contains it the.e
will be nothing to attract a pickpocket
or a holdup -nan. In fact, sundry gen¬
tlemen who iiave stolen radium from
physicians have turned up a few weeks
later with very unpleasant and slow
healing burns either on their fingers
or opposite the spot where the radium
was carried, and in one instance the
thief was traced ^through his applica¬
tion f#r treatment at a dispensary, the
physician who exarMned liiin recogniz¬
ing the nature of the radium burn.
"If a thief should cractf the tube and

pour the powder Into his hand, actual
contact with the gram of radium for a

few mlnutoti *>nly would from the re¬

sulting burn reduce that organ to a

scarred and useless appendage in tiie
course of a few weeks.
"All this renders It very improbable

that Mme. Curie will carry her $1Cl),000
treasure In her vanity bag. She will
place it as quickly as possible in a safe
deposit vault and will transmit it to
her laboratory in Paris by express.
"So much for the way in which the

radium will be cared for. The testing
of it after purcha.se \vlll be done by
the Bureau of Standards in Washing¬
ton and is a very Interesting process.
Radium a» sold is never pure, but is
a mixture of radium salt.usually the
sulphate with barium sulphate and
sometimes a trace of mesothorlum. The
labor ol separating the barium from
the radium completely is so great that
perhaps only a few chemists in the
world have ever seen pure radium
salts, Mme. Curie herself having been
the first to prepare the pure product.

"It is therefore impossible to weigh
out exact amounts of radium salts,
but inasmuch as the contaminating
substance does not in any way alter
the radium for experimental use or in
the treatment of cancer, the presence'
of a small amount of impurity does
no harm."
